in everything undertaken by Gover ment 
or public authorities in England. , Whether 
thia arises frora a foult in the national 
character, from the severity of a practical 
judgment, which ignores the ornamental, 
and has oven but little feeling for the 
beautiful, Tam not prepared to say. Com- 
pare, for instance, the Bank of England 
with the Bank of Franco, or the Quai 
d'Orsay with Whitehall, and you will ad- 
mit the fact, however you may sok to ex- 
plain it, On my firat ¢isit to England. J 
asked myself, one oioraing, where L should 
go, and of course decided firat to visit 
Weatminator Abbey’ The building itsolf 
is a beautiful one: it seems to me that 
enough has nat beon said in praise of it. 
But the monuments iuside are—again my 
Knghsh fail, Things of such grotesque 
uglivess ure nat to be seon elsawhore in the 
civilised world mo. Tho sense of artistic 
beauty seems tobe lacking in the modern 
Euglishman, and this is a moat terrible 
short-coming, The offensive uytiness of 
those moouwents in the Abbey oppresses 
mo, when I think of thom, lika a night- 
mate. The English are nob un art-loving 
people, and temples to the bosutifal aro not 
likely to bo erectod within those four seas, 

The individanl Englishman is pre-emin- 
ently practical and efficient, but when Eng- 
lishmon act in bodies thoy lowe much to 
he desired, The streets in the world’s 
capital are insulliciontly Jit with what is 
evidently « low qnality of gag, and olectric 
tivhts such a3 delight oue in Paris, Vienna, 
or oven Milan, seera to be alnat unknown. 
The small extent tn which electric lighting 
is employed in London is, { understand, 
due to tho insane, restrictions devised by a 
Radical Ministyr who, in his hatred of 
| monopolivs, throttled an iofant industry, 
and deprived Londoners of an almost ines 
{imabla benefit, But his uawisdom in,this 
matter did ‘not, 2 believe, diminish Mr 
Chawberlain’s popularity, Nover have 1 
seen atroots in Vienua or in Paris in such a 
dirty state, in such an impassable condition, 
as the atreats uf London exhibited for weeks 
togethcr last winter, ‘The stroots ore as 
well mado ond almost as well kept ns the 
boulevards af Paris, but in Paris snow has 
scarcely cease to fall when it ia awept off 
overy boulevard and every chief urtery of 
commeres. InsLondon the suow is allowed 
to freeza ou the stresta, and ig then tardily, 
; painfully, and in piecamoal fashion shovell- 
ed into embankments of froga mud, which 
uro hidevus and uncsmfortable, to say the 
least of them. 

T have beou impressed everywhero in 
England by the physique of the people and 
by their sturdy bencing ; 1b is evidently a 
strong and vigorous race. But in no other 
European cvuntry ara the better clnsses 80 
tauch finer physically than the lower. The 
English gentleman seems to me to be the 
finest human animal in the world. But 
the lower olasses—and they are after all 
the majurity—are not exceptionally robust. 
! They di not seem to ba stronger than Ger. 
mans of Russians, Yet the race on ‘the

Not quite so often aa announced, 
it is true, for not infrequently the substance 
fonnd has proved to be as comparatively 
worthless as it was in a cago montioned by 
Sir Lyon Playfair. 
ject of gold, tha distinguished scientist 
exhibited, an imposing iron box,. with 
official aeal nnd lock, which had been sent 
to England only a abort ‘time before, Its 
contenta wore supposcd to be geld, from a 
newly discovercd ‘gald region’ in one of 
our neighbouring islands, . ‘They proved to 
be only iron’ pyrites't Still,” gold haa 
undoubtedly been found in nearly ell parts 
of our country, The oarliost workings of 
which wo have any record ware carried on 
in Carmarthenshire by the Romans; the 
latest those in tho rocks near Torquay, 
only last year. 

_At thu end of last century, gold was ac- 
cidentally discovered by a poor school. 
master to be disseminated in the bed of the 
atreams which descend a mountain on tho 
c¢ nines of Wicklow and Wexford. The 
man kept hig secret for twenty years, aud 
then married, Of course ho told his wife, 
and cqoully of coursa she told others. 
Thousands, therefore, Hocked to the spot, 
aud it ia estimated carried away 2,500 
ounces of gold, worth £10,00', before the 
Governmont tuok possession of the place. 
In the following two yeors 945 ounces were 
obtainad, realising Bear. So late as 
1840, noother altzmpt was made to work 


ed £1,°00 worth of gold in four months, 
operations were stopped owing to a dispute 
with the Commissiinera for Wuods aud 
Forests, In Scotland a considerable 
quantity of the precious metal has beoo ro- 
aliaed, ‘the largest gold fields lying in 
Lavarkshira and Sutherlandshicg, One 
chronioler; indeed, relatos how be bad 
gathered gold in some valleys ‘In pieces 
hike birda’ eyes and birds’ eggs,’ though 
there certainly is a suspicion that thie 
statement ‘is slightly fabnious,’ as the 
showman observed of the atory that 
the monkey malos a stool of its tail 
Devon an Cornwall havo provgd to 
by the most preduetive ‘gold counties 
in England. The metal is also reported 
to exist in Somerset, Gloucester, Salop, 
Bedford, Darby, Lancaster, Ohestor, Wost- 
woreland, Comberland, Northomberland, 
Durham, and York. Atiempta have been 
made over and over again ty win somo of 
this treasure from the earth, but so far not 
one Has been conspicuously succesaful, and 
the resalts compare vory poorly with those 
of similar speculations in Ireland and 
Sootlan }. The sister isla can boast of 
having unearthed nuggots weighing 22 
ounces, 18 onnces, and 9 and 7 ovnoos 
Tospactively, while Sé tia “has disyorgod o 
nuggat of 27 ounces. We hava not much 
to show in the gross; when it comes to 
lumps, we ato, ax tho vulgar say, ‘simply 
not in it.’

Io going through. a 
certain valley ho noticed tho condition of 
tho pest bog which covered it, and 
remarked incidentally that it would ba a 
good thing to dig up tho peat and barn it in | 
heaps, This hint was overheard by a bailiff, 
who dotermined to act upun it. Adoord- 
ingly, he and five or six others carried 
out tho suggestion, and the result was the 
prodaction of aome £8,000 worth of copper 
from tho ashes.’
